The Revolt in Paris. 

What a piteous spectacle does France pre- 
sent! After the terrible war she has just pass- 
ed through, that has destroyed her army, deso- 
lated a large part of her territory, stripped her 
of two of her finest provinces, and left her bar- 
dened with a heavier debt than any other na- 
tion in the world, we might expect to see all 
classes of her people whether they covet for 
their country the blessing of a long period of 
peace, or burn te renew the struggle with Ger- 
many, and regain their lost miligry reputation, 
would unite to preserve that order without 
which neither prosperous peace nor successful 
war is possible. After the battle of Sedan, 
France was steadily gaining in the sympathy 
of the civilized world, in spite of her obstinate 
continugnee of a bloody and wasteful struggle 
whose issue was certain, the mendacious boast- 
ing press, the government and the people, and 
numerous other follies. But the sympathy of 
many turn: t> disgust when they see a blocdy 
insurrection rear its head in the capital, almost 
before the steets have ceased to echo to the 
tread of the German soldiers. 

The insurgents are in the main of the lowest 
orders of Paris and seemed to be moved rather 
by an instinct of anarchy than by any definite 
purpose. So far, however, as they have any 
sentiments, political or social, they are of the 
ultra-red republican type—reminding one of 
the days of 1792 and 1848. At the latter date 
among other savory doctrines prevalent were 
those of Louis Blanc, who proclaimed ‘not 
only the republic but the democratic and social 
republic,’’ and in the name of the republic 
guaranteed ‘‘the same wages in periods of ad- 
versity that they had attained in periods of 
prosperity, and full employment to all citi- 
zens,’’ and told the workmen that by embrac- 
ing socialism, they would ‘‘all become kings.”’ 
On such pap as this was the revolution of ’48 
nourished, and the ideas of the would-be reyo- 
lutionists of ’71 are scarcely less nonsensical, 
while the real basis of the movement is in the 
cruel passions of a disappointed and revengeful 
mob. ‘The majority of the citizens of Paris do 
not appear to sympathize with the insurgents, 
for at an election held by order of their ieaders 
there was a very small yote. The press at 
first protested vigorously against the movement. 
But latterly all loyalty has been over-awed. 

The government was not wise in the begin- 
ning; for it furnished an excuse for an out- 
break by suppressing two rabid newspapers 
whose teachings were of the most supreme an- 
archical kind. It failed again in pursuing too 
dilatory a course. But it has at last gone vig- 
ously to work to suppress the insurrection, 
and if the reports lately received are correct 
the fate of the movement is sealed. Several 
bloody encounters have taken place, and the 
advantage rests with the government forces. 
The Parisian army (100,000 strong, some re- 
ports say,) attempted a movement against Ver- 
sailles, where the government had established 
itself. But the revolutionary leaders were ut- 
terly incompetent, and their followers were 
rather a mob than an army. They were read- 
ily driven back into the city, where they find 
it an easier matter to murder faithful generals, 
and extort loans of money from the banks. 

Similar disorders on a small scale have 
occurred in Marseilles and some other cities, 
but they have been put down by force. We 
trust that the government will soon be in pos- 
session of Paris, and able to address itself to 
the work of restoring order, peace and pros- 
perity to France. 


Fisa Cutrure. <A meeting of the Fish Com- 
missioners of the New England States, was 
held in Boston on Tuesday evening, 4th inst. 
All the States, except Rhode Island, were rep- 
resented. The special object of this meeting 
was to discuss a plan proposed by Mr. Charles 
G. Atkins of this city, to procure salmon ova 
during the coming season, by operations upon 
the Penobscot river. The plan contemplates 
the buying of a number of salmon, two or 
three hundred—alive, as taken from the pounds 
or weirs—and keeping them ina suitable place 
until the spawning season, when the eggs will 
either be taken in the usual way, or they will 
be allowed to deposit them in a race prepared 
for this purpose. It is supposed that the ova 
will thus be obtained at a much less price than 
the Canadian government now demands. The 
project was considéred feasible, and the States 
represeated will all be interested in its suc- 
eess. The whole undertaking will be under 
the charge of Mr. Charles G. Atkins, commis- 
sioner of Maine.

A dispatch 
from Washington says all reports agree that 
negotiations between the English and Ameri- 
can Commissioners. are progressing favorably 
and the statement comes from an unusually 
well informed source that the proposed basis 
of settlement of questions pending before the 
Commission contemplates, first, the privilege 
of American fishermen to fisk within parts of 
Canadian waters from which they are now ex- 
cluded, and to land and dry their fish and 
cleanse their nets, &c. For this privilege the 
United States is to pay Canada a certain sum 
of money. Second, certain general interna- 
tional principles are laid down, covering those 
of neutrality, by which the claims arising from 
the depredations of the Alabama and Shenan- 
doah, ete., are to be adjusted. Third, commis- 
sioners will hereafter be appointed, to adjust 
matters on the basis proposed. It is further 
said that this basis has been sent to England 
for approval. Some of the Commissioners 
have no hesitation in saying it is probable 
that they will by the first of May submit the 
conclusion of the commission to the two gov- 
ernments.

extreme westerly location was out of the track 
of commerce and by its remoteness entirely 
useless. The idea of its purchase was merely 
a temporary expedient, necessitated by the re- 
bellion, in consequence of our southern har- 
bors being in the hands of the rebels. It could 
not be needed as a defensive port, because we 
had nothing there to defend, and nine-tenths 
of our military and naval officers would doubt- 
less testify that even with an expenditure of 
millions the bay of Samana would be a source 
of weakness to the United States. The Do- 
minicans never couldzbecome homogeneous in 
manners, customs, religion or language with 
our people. They were wd ignorant and 
superstitious, reeking in filth and laziness, re- 
less of marriage or {ts binding power. 
They would prove to us a serious political and 
moral as well financial incumbrance. Before 
lowering our standard of intelligence by admit- 
ting them to a share in governing us we should 
educate and train our four million freedman. 
Honor was not to be acquired by pushing 
American institutions toward the equator 
where even freedom’s purest metal yields to the 
fervent heat. Our proper development was 
northerly. Natural laws had ordained our 
union with the British Provinces north of 
us,and our fastidious Anglo-Saxon northern 
neighbors should not be induced to believe that 
the rubbish of the West Indies or any other 
quarter was to be piled inte our Union indis- 
criminately. The batch of Seward’s treaties 
were all bad. Mr. Morrill then referred to the 
provision in the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850, 
that the United States shall not exercise do- 
minion over the contiguous territory in the trop- 
ics so long as European nations were also ex- 
cluded. is was the sensible aim and con- 
struction of what was vague ly understood as 
the Monroe doctrine.

THE S@CIAL SYSTEM. 


The people of San Domingo are of mixed 
blood, honest, temperate and inoffensive and 
destitute of prejudice of class or celor, pauper- 
ism, begging and high crime being practically 
unknown. Among the popular vices is petty 
gambling, which is extensively indulged in by 
the Spanish portion of the population. All are 
Roman Catholics except the Amorican emi- 
grants, who are Methodists and Baptists, 
though no intolerance or —— persecution 
can be discovered. The people generally own 
land which they cultivate, though agricultural 
operations are limited by lack of a market and 
frequent political disturbances, though the Do- 
minican is not averse to work when sure of a 
reasonable reward. Labor is now in abandant 
supply at ten dollars or less per month. Few 

ools exist and the people generally are un- 
educated, though the commissioners believe 
that oppertunities for education would be eag- 
erly improved, the Dominicans being possessed 
of a mig pory —_ native vena!

MINERALS. 

Iron ore is abundant, easy of access and will 
doubtless be made availble for the cheap pro- 
duction of pig iron. ‘The copper ores are of a 
fair degree of richness, and beds have been 
opened toa slight extent. The reported coal 
of the Samana peninsula and in the neighbor- 
hood of Puerto Plata is found in liguite and is 
of little value as fuel compared with Pennsyl- 
vania or English coal. ‘The gold region is ex- 
tensive, and though worked anciently, is at 

resent but little known. The ‘salt deposits 
in the mountains near Niba are believed to be 
extensive and valuable. There are five classes 
of lands in San Domingo, the mountain slopes 
and valleys are uniformly eg the ex- 
tensive prairie region of the llanos, admirable 
pasture land; the rolling plain of Vega, gener- 
ally wooded and the finest agricultural land 
on the island; the dry lands, where rain is 
partially or wholly wanting, which can be 
made fertile by irrigation; and the red cla 
timbered lands along the coast. Thereis 
portion of the island that is not capable 
of cultivation; and taken as a whole it is one 
of the most fertile regions on the face of the 
earth. 


ACRICULTURE.

from customs and $35,466 from taxes. The 
Commissioners lay t stress on their efforts 


¥ | to get the exact state of the debt of the Domin- 


ican Republic, and believe their conclusions 
substantially correct. San Domingo is not be- 
lieved to be liable for any of the indemnity ex- 
acted by France from Hayti, and the Commis- 
sion is assured that no obligation or negotia- 
tions have been entered into with any country 
except the United States.

ofall. It is beyond the province of the Com- 
misioners under the resolutions of Congress to 
recommend that such a course be adopted or 
abstained from. They simply state it as their 
belie’, founded upon all the observations they 
could make and facts they could learn, that 
this is the only way in which Dominican inde- 
pendence can be conserved, and that if it be 


judged best not to adopt that course even 


tne present shadow of independence will be tak- 
enaway. To show the commercial importance 
of annexation,’ the commissioners mention 
only the tobacco trade of the island, which is 
rapidly becoming the monopoly of the German 
empire. Under a stable government San Do- 
mingo might be developed into a powerful 
State, which, by the laws of trade, would 
make slave labor in the neighboring islands 
unprofitable, and by the {spread of its ideas 
would make the whole slave system odious. * 

The commissioners conclude their report by 
a brief allusion to the unfruitful visit to the 
Capital of Hayti in search of information, and 
expressing a confident opinion that the annex- 
ation of San Domingo to the United States wili 
be of scarcely less benefit to Hayti than the 
Dominican people. 





Tux Coat Riots. The coal troubles in 
Pennsylvania have culminated at length in riot 
and bloodshed. On Friday morning last, a 
band of five hundred miners armed with mus- 
kets, clubs and revolvers, visited Tripp’s Mines 
in Scranton, and prevented the workmen from 
entering the mines. Three miners employed 
at the works were shot dead by the mob, and 
others who were beaten with stones will prob- 
ably die. On Thursday night Morris & Weed's 
retail-coal works in the city were torn down, 
the most of their mine blown down, and the 
track torn up. A large mob was engaged Fri-
